To be- j 
gin with, he had not a favorable • 
orlpin. Mr. Bert H. Davis' has 
analyzed 
the 
current 
"Who's 
Who In America" and he finds 
that the ratio of names is one 
in twenty for ministers' sons— 
the top rank—; one in one hun- 
dred and 
five 
for 
physicians' 
sons; one In six hundred and 
elfht for* farmers' sons; one .in 
sixteen hundred for skilled labor- 
ers' sons; and only one in forty- 
eight thousand for unskiled la- 
borers' sons. And In that last 
group Peter would stand. He was 
the son of a poor fisherman, 


, and until the life-changing Naz- 
'/ arene got hold of him, he was 
himself only a common fisher- 
man. 
It was a bleak life that Peter 
' 
lived. His home- was In Beth- 
saida, up at the northern end .of 
the "Lake of Galilee, near the 
City of Capernaum, perhaps its 
fishing suburb. He was a rustic, 
and a laborer. His world was 
bounded by the brown hills which 
surround the lake ' In which he 
tolled. Most of his 
days, 
and 
many of his nights, were spent at 
the wet, smelly drudgery of net- 
fishing; along with his partners, 
Zebedes and his sons, John and 
James. His lot must have been 
pretty much the same as that 
of the 
present-day 
Arab 
fish- 


ermen; whom I have seen draw 
their heavy net up to the very 
shores that was Peter's familiar 
landing, only to find it empty; so 
that their wives and neighbors 
who awaited the catch turned 
away wailing. Ah,

»We have toiled all night and 
caught nothing." And when the 
fishing was good the market was 
often poor. 
As to the actual facts of Peter's 


own early life, we Ztr.ow almost 
nothing. His father's name was 
John, or Jonas. He was married, 
and h» wife's mother lived with 
him; and also his brother An- 
drew. His were "the short and 
simple annals of the poor." That 
is one reason why the hearts ot 


toilers and plain people have al- 
ways warmed to him. 


A Man Who "Made Good" 
We cannot forego a contrasting 


picture. 
This humble fisherman 
today has the largest church in 
the world named after him; as 
well as countless others. Inside 
the-church stands a bronze statue 
of Peter, the toe of which has 
been worn away by the kisses of 
devoted 
Christians 
who 
honor 


him. 
The head of the 
largest 


branch of Christendom is called 
Peter's successor. 


Beneath the great church' of 
St. Peter's in Rome, at the level 
of an earlier church, is what is 
believed to be the veritable tomb 
of Peter, the body having been 
remo_ved 
from 
the 
catacombs, 


where it was burled beside that 
of Paul. Any traveller to .Rome 
may visit 
this . catacomb. 
Few 
tourists descend Into 
the 
im- 


pressive crypt below St. Peter's 
to see the tomb and the altar 
there. I well remember the rapt 
and glowing face 
of a 
young 
American priest whom I saw con- 
ducting mass there, the high ex- 
perience of his life. 
Art and literature have 
laid 


their fairest wreaths at the feet 
of the fisherman apostle. • To this 
day he is a factor in the thoughts 
Galley Two—S. S. Lesson.. 1-6-35 
and'life of millions of Christians. 
Not to know him Is Inexcusable 
ignorance on . the part of any 
civilized person. Most of the kings 
and autocrats 
and 
conquerors 


who have bestrode 
the 
earth 
haye been forgotten; but Peter's 
figure looms over larger with the 
passing years. 


Lifted From Lowliness 
Peter's biography is a "success" 


stor;"., 
What made him great? 
In the answer we find a tremend- 
ous truth which put a heart of 
hope and courage into every un- 
privileged person. By 
all 
the 


standards then current, this cal- 
lous-handed fisherman in a soiled 
robe was doomed to die in ob- 
scurity, the commonplace lot of a 
commonplace man. Outside 
of 
the little town of Bethsaida, and 
the 
fishermerchants 
of 
Caper- 


naum, nobody would ever know 
his name. Both his heredity and 
his environment marked him for 
the fate of the poor. He had 
neither education nor other "ad- 
vantages." So far as the neigh- 
bors knew, he. would die as he 
lived, an ordinary toiler at an 
obscure task. 


Then something happened. His 
native restlessness and initiative 
led him to go with his brother 
down the Jordan Valley to join 
the revival crowds which were 
thronging John the Baptist. He 
was in pursuit of the good when 
he found the better. For at the 
Jordan his brother, Andrew, al- 
ready a disciple of John the Bap- 
tist, Introduced him to Jesus. 


We read that "Jesus looked up-

AUSTIN, Jan. 1.—(JPl—Jap Lu- 
cas, representative-elect from Hen- 
derson county,-has proposed a plan 
that may smooth some of the 
bumps in the way of submission 
of repeal of state prohibition. 


Prohibition 
question's, 
Lucas 
said, did not enter .his campaign 
but he is interested in .the prob- 
lem because of its wide public ap- 
peal. He believes his" proposition 
will find favor in both camps and 
will eliminate much of the con- 
troversy surrounding this topic. 
Lucas would give the voters two 


opportunities to express their will 
on state prohibition. - The 
first 


election would be in August, 1935, 
and the- second at the general 
election in 1936. • 
If prohibition Is repealed at the 


first election, the electorate would 
be given a little more than a year 
to observe the effects and. if-not 
satisfied, reinstate prohibition In 
the fundamental law. If the anti- 
prohibitionists were unsuccessful 
in their first, campaign they would 
be given another chance to sound 
out sentiment. 


Lucas believes that under his 


plan the electorate would '.'repeal 
prohibition and give the aritl-"pro- 
hibitionists an opening to demon- 
strate that legalized .liquor-is hetr 
ter, both from the-state and pub-' 
He viewpoint, than- tho' existing 
status. 
Unless'- some 
''strings" 
were attached, to repeal,-the vot- 
ing public would' be hesitant' to. 
change the present order, In,Lu- 
cas' 'opinion. 
The:'wets' of today say the boot- 


leg situation is terrible and that 
egalization of liciuor will improve 
the "situation and brine Into the 
state treasury a huge sum of mon- 
ey. Lucas commented. 


The • 'drys' say the liquor situa- 


tion is bad but will become worse 
,f legalized, he added. 


"The 'situation is indeed bad at 
,his time but I realize, that legal- 
.izing the traffic In liquor may 
cither make it better or worse. 
Undoubtedly if it is legalized the- 
liquor . trusts would - spent ..vast 
sums of money keeping It so, even 
though the situation might be- 
come repulsive.

Why Should Have Two Votes. 
"Why So I' think the • people of 


Texas ',should have ' two votes on 
this question.? If the people vote 
wet the situation may become 
worse within an • approximate 12- 
month period. If Jiquor Is legal- 


ized under my plan.lt will be re- 
turned to Texas under 'probation.' 
If it has good behavior on pro- 
bation the 
electors undoubtedly 
would vote to retain it. If it turn- 
ed out to be a 'bad boy' they would 
vote to rid themselves of it. 
"If. after a 12-month trial..the 


people again voted 'wet' it would 
Indicate they were at least tem- 
porarily satisfied with the legaliz- 
ed industry. 
The distributors of 


liquor products would fcave had 12 
moriths education in keeping the 
situ'atigp 
under 
< control 
which 
should easily be continued Indefi- 
nitely. 


"I believe mv plan is fair. • It 
does not appeal to the man who 
doesn't give a darn how bad *ne 
situation might become if and 
when liquor is legalized, but 
it 
certainly should appeal to thetem- 
perates who realize the liquor sit- 
uation will be submitted.

for. a plan whereby the citizens 
will have an opportunity to again 
express their opinion on the sub- 
ject without 
further 
legislative 
action." 


Lucas says that unless his meth- 


od or some similar plan, Is adopt- 
ed, he will vote against submission 
of repeal.

Public education might 


well mean to draw, out, in 
the sense of to draw out 
misinformation and replace 
it with

Otis Caldwell and Gerhard 
Lundeen of Teachers Col- 
lege, New York City, have

school, New 


Rochelle. believe that it is 
"a sign of bad luck to have 
a black cat follow you" and 
similar superstitions.

But these 
two researchers, who for

after January 15 if the policies of 
Governor-elect James V. Allred 
are carried out. 
Mr. Allred himself 
has

there will be a change. In pre 
election speeches he criticized the 
existing clemency system in gen- 
eral and that of the Ferguson 
administration in particular. 


More 
recently 
he elaborated 


with the declaration that for the 
most part he would follow recom- 
mendations of the board of par- 
dons and paroles even in capital 
cases, and favored 
a 
constitu- 


tional 
amendment providing 
a 


new method' of selecting members 
of the board and limiting the par- 
doning power of the governor. 


"Under 
his 
plan 
the 
board 


would consist of three members 
as at present, one each being ap- 
pointed by the 
governor, 
the 


chief justice of the 
court 
of 


criminal appeals and the chief 
justice of the supreme court. The 
governor now appoints all mem- 
bers. Except in cases involving 
the death penalty, the burden of 
decision on applications for clem- 
ency would rest with the board. 


A system whereby the cases of 


prisoners with good records would 
automatically come 
before 
the 


board would be set up, thereby 
eliminating any possible charges 
that only a prisoner with money 
or pull or both could win clem- 
ency. > 
Ferguson's Idea* 
His views were In sharp con- 
trast with those of former gov- 
ernor James E. Ferguson, who 
not .only defended clemency poli- 
cies of his wife, Governor Mi- 
riam A. Ferguson, but asserted 
Allred would change his opinions 
about pardons after ho had sat 
a while in the chief executive's 
chair, 


Mr. Ferguson's 
comment was 


made while the ante chamber of 
the governor's suite was crowded 
with clemency seekers. 


"It I" al very well to say that 


you will not pardon any" one, as 
!ong as you don't have to face 
the facts and make the decisions," 
Ferijuson said. 


"But, as I have often said, time 


changes al) things. It frequently 
changes criminal cases.

'H. Ti.—It is not so much the 
kind of soap you use, as it is the 
persistence in cleansings, that will 
rid you of the present blackheads, 
and also prevent more following 
these later. The impacts in the 
pores of the skin have to be soft- 
ened and coaxed out gradually 
through daily care, and while this 
U goins; on the porer, must be 
shrinking, also gradually. To do 
this successfully, rub oil or 
a.
